by reaſon of their vaſt extent, by the prevalency of Po- 
pery and ignorance, and other unhappy circumſtances, to 
be in the greateſt diſtreſs: And they ſhall take care, that 
the perſons they employ be certified, and found, upon

The Gene- 
ral Aſſembly do allo impower the ſaid committee to ap.

this church, relating to the doctrine, worſhip, diſcipline, 
and government thereof, be correct; and give directions 

about printing the ſame. And the commiſſioners are ap- 
pointed and impowered to keep a correſpondence with 
the committee for reformation ofthe Highlands and Iſlands, 
for ſuppreſſing Popery and ſuperſtition, and for promot- 
ing the knowledge of true religion, and carrying on a 
reformation in theſe parts, and give affiſtance and con- 
currence therein; ; and, if need be, to apply to the go- 
vernment for a proper remedy and ſpeedy redreſs. And 
the ſaid commiſſioners are hereby ſtrictly prohibited and 
diſcharged to meddle in any other matters than what are 
committed and referred to them, as above- mentioned: 

And, in all their actings, they are to proceed according 
to the acts and conſtitution of this church, and to do no- 
thing contrary thereto, or to the prejudice of the ſame ; 
declaring, that in, and for all their actings, they ſhall be 
accountable to, and cenſurable by the next General Aſ- 
 fembly, as they ſhall fee cauſe.
